EAte every morning of London Treacle mixed w^h Confcrvcs of RbfesjCf each the quantity of a Nut kerncll;or of pia- 
tcflcron halfe an ounce, London Treacle, i .ounce, Confcrve of wood-forrell 2 . Ounces, mixc thefc together and ta^c 
the quantity of a Nut kernell* Or you may take the quantity of a'Nut,of an Electuary which I (hall alwaies keepe ready fof 
you. 

Likewifc eate fomething every morning before you goe abroad^ as pure Oyle, butter,Wainuts,RUe>a Potcht-cggc with 
vinegar,or the like* 

Letyour Chambers be ayrcd morning and evening with good fircs,wherein putIunipcr,rrankincenfe,Ladanum,Scorax, 
Bayleaves,Rofmary, Sage, Vinegar, Rofe water, Ro{in,Turpintinc,pitch,Tarre,or fome of them. 

When you goe abroad, chew in your mouth, the root of Angelica,Gentian, Zedoarie,Enulacampane, Myrrhe,Turmen- 
till,or the like. Like wife twife a weeke take i . fcrupel of the Peftilenciall pill in 2 .pills,when you goe tobed,or an hourc be- 
fore fupper ; Alfo I have prepared Tablets to wcarc about your necke,of which I did fee great experience the laft great fick- 
neffe. As alfo Pomanders to imcll to.

1 If the fickncfle begin hot,with painc in the beadiand the party be of a full body, and large vcincs , let him be let blood 
in the liver Veine in the right arme, except he feel any forencfle jthen let him blood in that arine on the fide grcived 6, ox 7. 
ounces or clfe as his ftrength will afford. 

^ Fourc hourcs after, f or prefently if hcbc not let blood)let hiqitake 1 6.grains,if itbe a child vndcr y.yeares old,tbcn take 
but 5 .grains of my red powcr,in a little Metridatum,or m the pap of an Apple, and one hourc after drinke fome poflit-Ale, 
made with a few Carduus feeds,and Marigold flowers :keepe the bed and fweate one houre, or according to ftrength^ but 
reft aine for that time from fleepe :ncxt day let him take of the white powder one dram, in the poflit-drinkc, and fweat as 
before;doethis 3 .4.and ^ .dayes,buC be fure he goe toftoole once a day,or clfe make i fuppofitory thus:Honey one fpoon>- 
fiilljBay fait bruifed halfe a fpoonefiill,boile thefc in an earthen pan till they be blacky then roulc them vp with a little fweeC 
butter, to the length of your little finger, and put it vp into thc^undamenti 

In ftead of the powders,y ou may take Methridatum»one dram and a halfe ,of the beft London Treacle one dram,mixc them 
with Carduus Benedidus,or Angclica,or Scabious waters and fweat well as before or take of the 

EleStuarinn* de ovo^wjq drams,Treacle water I . ounce and an halfe,Carduu$ water and balme water of each two ounccJi 
lyrupc of wood for rcll I .ounccjlet him take 2 .fpoonfuUs hereof every 3 .hourcs. 

4 Once in 4.or 5 .hourcs take broth,or mace-alc, or pollit^inkc,wherein arc boyled fome Harts-hornci and Marigold 
flowers. \ 

If he be very dry let himtake fyrup of vinegar and forrell, of each 3. ounces, water of* Rofes and Buglolfe of each one 
onncCjfyrupe of Lymons two ounces: mixe them,and let him take fo often as he is dry two fpoonfuls. 

5 If any fore or botch appeareivfe meanes with fpeed to draw it forth, as this is very good. Take a great Onion,and cut of 
the head,and make a holloW place in the middle , fill that fiill of good Venice Treaclcj put on the head againe and roft it in 
the embers: When it is foft, pecle it andlfamp it in a mortdr, and lay it hot vnto the fofe and renew it frefti once in fixe 
houres. ' . 

Or take this Poultcs, two Lilly-roots, Mallowes two handfuUs, cut andbmife them, Linfeed, fourc fpoonfuUs beaten :

each halfe a dram,mixe all thefc togethcr,and lay it on the fore,and this will healc it*
